Mr. Hiram P. riant, of Cray, tho 
acting treasurer ol the Mission, owing 
to the death of Mr. .lohn 15.

Perhaps tho** who drink Maine water 
excess, know it to their sorrow 
Tho lirnt deaf mule who won college 
honors wan a noli of Maine Prof. 
Melville Ballard, now an instructor. 
I have told you n few thing* aboul 
Maine. You have more knowledge 
than I have about it. The Maine 

Mission cannot succeed by resting. 

Work like ants." 

Some remarks were then made up- 
on the sign language, by which the 

combined method of ednoation was 

especially advocated. After this, 
Principal Job Williams made the 

following remarks i 

"I am surprised to find many deal 

mates bora, some of whom were my 
pupils. The experience derived from 
pupils is that upon entering school. 

they feel homesick, but after they are 
through school they are grateful and 
wiser and happy. Tho parents feel 
Hie same as the child, when it in first 
left at school. Some parents err in 
keeping their children until too late 

for education." 

"After this, sonic remarks were 
made upon the oral and sign method 

of eduoating that deaf and dumb. 

TW combined method was especially 
advocated. 

Mr. A. W. Oroutt made a brief 
original speech (orally) to the audience, 
as a specimen of tho deaf-mutes' 
articulation. 

Mr. Frederick StOVSr gave a story 
in signs of a man attempting lo be 
deaf to a sermon, by putting his 
fingers in his ears, and presently a 

ne and tickled his nose, so ho 
had to let go his lingers to drive 
tho fly and also to receive "They 
that have ears, let tin m hear," which 

caused him to listen to the sermon 
attentively to the end. 

R*T Samuel Kowr made some re 
marks and tho meeting closed till 
Sunday morning, August .'tOth, at nine 

o'clock. 



The exercises of Sunday were open- 
ed by a prayer meeting at nine 
o'clock at I be chapel of the Congrega- 
tional Church, after which tho mutes 
retired into the church to listen to a 
sermon by Uev.

There were pie 
sent tho Hon. Erssitts Brooks. Presi 
dent of the Board of Directors, the 
R«v. Thomas Oallaudot, Chairman of 
inniittee of Inslruction, the full 
corps of teachers including tho prin- 
cipal, I. L. Poet, LL.D., a large at 
tendance ol pupils and a number ol 
their friends. 

Tho Uev. Dr. Gallaudet expounded, 
in his usual graphic and effective 
signs, the passage of Scripture for the 
day (Roman* 12 ? 1) 11). which had 
been written upon the large wall 
slates at the roar of the platform, and 
was followed by tho Principal, who, 
after leading the pupils in the con- 
certed repetition of the Lord's prayer, 
addressed the throne of Grace in a 
prayer peculiarly appropriate to the 
occasion. 

Hon. Sir. Brooks then welcomed 
the pupils and teachers in an address, 
which, for beauty and diction and 
Soundness of sentiment, has rarely 
been equalled by any remarks made 
under similar circumstances. It was 
translated into signs by tho Principal. 
Among the points which he made, 
were the great pleasure he felt in 
meeting the teachers and pupils again 
at the close of the vacation; the 
length of time which the Institution 
had continued its work of b< 
lonce, this being tho tlSth anniversary 
of its reception of pupils ; the in 
felt in the welfare of the doaf by the 
Stab' and by the Board of Dire 
who were its representatives; the 
motives which should actuate the 
pupils in entering upon the duties of 
the school year: the sentiments whioli 
should animate the teachers in their 
work, sentiments higher and nobler 
than mere consideration s of stipend, 
B devotion to duty, an enthusiasm in 
their calling, a deep, tender and un 
wavering interest in the objects of 
their care, and a zealous determina- 
tion to overcome the difficulties to be 
encountered in this most difficult 
department of instruction. He dwelt 
upon the importance of teachers' 
meetings, at which they should com- 
pare their experience, encourage 
other in their efforts and discuss the 
questions growing out of their labors. 

lie criticised the absence of those 
pupils who had failed lo return 
promptly on the opening day, and 
commented upon the importance of 
punctuality in both its moral and 
worldly aspects. He concluded by 

wishing all Cod speed ! and by the 
invocation of the Divine blessing up- 
on all connected with the Institution.

whiob was pronounced by liov Dr, 
Gallaudet.

the most distinguished periodical in 
the world. He IS a gradua 
College, and is known as a scholar as 
well as litterateur.
